Both the Times and Tri- 
bune were rich. They are now, like their 
neighbors, reduced to ashes, and it seems but 
a poor offering on the part of their profes- 
sional comrades to say that they have the 
kindly sympathy of the world of journalism.

The people of Louisville were appalled upon 
th» reception of the news of the great fire in 
Chicago yesterday. The idea of the almost total 
destruction by fire of a.city three and a half 
times as large as Louisville is something that is 
indeed a Early in the morning crowds 
gathered upon the streets and around the differ- 
ent bulletin boards, and eagerly drank in 
the terrible news. By noon business was 
almost entirely suspended, and the city was 
given up to the general gloom that by the dis- 
patches we see ailed over the entire nation. 
The Covrier-JouRNAL issued extras at various 
times during the day, which were eagerly sought 
after, and as many were sold as the presses, 
which were kept continually running, could 


strike off. 
MAYOR'S PROCLAMATION. 


It soon became apparent, asthe news of the 
awfulness of this calamity came crowding in, that 
Chicago must need the help of the whole coun- 
try. and it was soom determined that Lonis- 
ville should not play the laggard. The question 
of subscriptions was mooted upon Main street 
early in the day, and Mayor Baxter issued a 
proclamation reciting the terribleness of the 
calamity, and calling upon the people of the 
city to assemble in mass meeting to devise some 
means to send aid to the hundred thousand suf- 
fering people who were upon the streets home- 
leas and bungry. 

MEETING OF THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

There was a meeting of the Board of Trade at 
noon, ar d a resolution passed indorsing the call 
of the Mayor, and recommending that all good 
citizens attend the mecting, which was appoint- 
ed for 74 o'clock at night. 

ENGINES FROM LOUISVILLE. 

At 5 o'clock a special train left for Chicago, 
carrying two Louisville fire engines and sixty of 
the city’s beat firemea. 

THE MASS MEETING 

assembled in the west room of the Court-house 
at half-past seven o'clock. Long before that 
time the hall and corridors were crowded with 
people, composed of all classes, ffom the rich 
and affluent merchant, who had come to give his 
thousands, and the poor workingman, who had 
brought along his dollar in his pocket, all 
equally affected and equally impressed with the 
general sorrow which had called them to- 
gether.

The Common Gouncil was called to order Iaat 
night a fewminutes after 9 o'clock, President 
Long in the chair and twelve members present.

What- 
ever is to be done let it be done now, 
that the Mayor of Louisville may telegraph 
immediately to the Mayor of Chicago 
what assistance can be obtained from us. 
Therefore I move that a committee be appointed 
to wait upon his benor Mayor Baxter, and learn 
if it his pleasure that the General Counell meet 
to-night and take action. 

The resolution prevailed, and Messrs. German, 
Kaye, and McCullough were appointed on the 
committee. They went at once to see Mr. Bax- 
ter, and returned in a few minutes bearing the 
following message, which was received and or- 
dered to be sent to the upper board:

The above would undoubtedly have passed. A 
strong feelmg was manifested to have immediate 
action taken.

At ten minutes to twelve o'clock, the Council 
was called to order, Mr. Kaye made a motion 
to adjourn until 10 o'clock this morning, stating 
as his reasons that he did not think it possible 
to get a quorum present at that time. 

Mr. German said that he hoped the motion 
. would not prevail. Only one more was wanting,

‘He will not go back upon his word. Further- 
more, we have sent an officer for him with an 
attachment.

CONCLUSIONS. 


This terrible calamity which has befallen Chi- 
cago, will be even more awful in its results than 
is understood by the public generally. The loss 
willnot only be felt by the individuals whose 
property has been destroyed, but the aggregate 
destruction is so great that if it does not pro- 
duce a shock in commercial circles and create a 
money panic that will startle the whole country, 
it will certainly embarrass thousands of business 
houses that bave been directly or indirectly con- 
nected with the trade of that city. Many of the 
Eastern and all of the local insurance compa- 
nies, will fall under the blow. They will inevita- 


| bly go into bankruptcy, and their branch offices 


in this and other cities and States, must neces- 
sarily godowrn inthe wreck. Every branch of 
commerce will suffer more or less,and in the trade 
ramifications where the disaster must be felt, 
who shall say to what extent it will go. Already 
it is stated that some of our more prudent citi- 
zens, in the reaction that followed the first sur- 
prise of the dreadful news of the oc ation, 
have been preparing to “stand from er.” 

Chicago will probably not recover from the 
loss sabe has sustained in twenty’ years. A very 
large portion of the city was built upon leased 
ground, with borrowed capital, and the loss of 
the grand structures which have been her pride 
and boast entails the total loss, in many in- 
stances, of all that their owners possess, 

Many of its best houses were built with bor- 
rowed capital, the payment of which was se- 
cured by mortgages on the realty. We have 
heard it stated that nearly one-third of Chicago 
was under mortgage. How is ali that debt to be 
paid’ Where will the misery of this terrible dis- 
aster end: 


Proclamation of the Mayor. — 
To the Citizens of Louisville: 

A tertible conflagration bas devastated a 
large portion of our sister city, Chicago, and 
is still raging. The people of that city are 
overwhelmed witb disiress at the appalling 
nature of the calamity that is upon them; 
many have lost their lives, and the number 
that are homeless and without shelter caunot 
now be known. The loss of property is im- 
incnse, and many that were beyond wanta 
few @ays ago are destitute to-day.

A Young — “Accidental Shoots

Early yesterday morning three young men, 
namé@. Frank Morrison, Charles McCoy and Ed- 
ward Powell, living in the East end, visited the 
woods beyond the water-works for the purpose 
of hunting. After having traversed . several
